telegiaph lines have been destroyed it is about sixty miles to Port 
Arthur.

During the celebration 
of the Japanese vic- 
tories twenty-on-

A number were also 
drowned in the moat.

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PAPER 
IS BEING 
MADE 
FROM SISAL BAGASSE 


Experiments 
already made have demonstrated 
the possibility of 
making 
paper from bisal bagasse 
and three bales of bagasse arc 
being sent to the coast on the Ncvadan 
for extensive tests of the 
paper qualities of the fibre remnant. 
The paper which was made 
iiere from bagasse is very crude, being- a grayish white and of the con- 
sistency, almost, of blotting paper. 
V. C. Wcodon, secretary of the 
Hawaiian Fibre Co., is of the opinion, however, that good note paper 
can be made from the refuse. 
On the Ncvadan which sailed Sunday 
from Honolulu for San Francisco, via Kahului, there was a shipment 
of 
thirty-tw- o 
bales of sisal, of which three bales arc to be used in 
paper experiments. 
About eight tons of sisal was shipped altogether, 
and the total output of the Hawaiian 
Sisal Co. this year will be 
about 200 tons. 
Sisal is bringing about $165 per ton in San Fran- 
cisco now, there having been an increase in the price per pound of 


seven-eighth- s 
of a cent within the last few weeks. 
It requires about twenty tons of leaves to make a ton of fibre, 
and about 
forty-fiv- e 
per cent, of the remainder 
is water. 
The 
re- 
mainder, or about one half of the total, is bagasse and other refuse, 
which can be utilized in the manufacture 
of paper. 
It is not the company's intention, 
the experiments 
prove suc- 
cessful, to manufacture 
paper here. 
If found to be profitable the 
bagasse will be reduced to a pulp' and shipped 
in that form to the 
mainland 
for paper manufacture. 
A plant for the manufacture 
of 
paper in the islands would require an investment 
larger than the 
production of sisal in the islands will warrant at present. 
There is 


110 intention, either, of putting in a cordage plant until the acreage of 
steal has been considerably 
increased. 
The company now has 800 
acres under cultivation, 
having recently put in 200 acres more. 
Ex- 
penses of production are being reduced by the use of cheaper fuel, 
an article with which experiments 
are being made, the results of 
which arc kept secret.

light of fiee tuidlng In Mnnchuiiu," 
referred to the pioxlmlty of the Philip- 
pines to the isltnd ol rornlos.t, 
e ltlclzed our expoit duties on raw products 
and our limitations of mining 
concessions

It Russia 
Is cheeked

her monopolizing

The 
United States, like Japan, has sought no exclusive rights or pi Iv lieges in Asia, 
but only the open door for nll (he Powers, 
Russia

piactlcal fieedom 
of action which 
Is tho basis of all fair competition. 
Since 
1854, the relations of the United States with Japan have been stead- 
ily glowing moie Intimate.

After Long 
Effort 
Fails to Find 
Verdict. 


After an attempt 
of two hours and 
twenty minutes to reach a verdict, a 
Jury that 
tried Henry 
C. Worth for 
assault with a deadly weapon reported 
hopeless 
disagreement and were 
dis- 
charged by Judge 
Do Bolt. 
The 
de- 
fendant was chief mate of the Chilean 
ship Othello and he was charged with 
having shot a Japanese 
In the neck, 
dangerously wounding him, 
on board 
that vessel 
while lying oft Pearl Har- 
bor, on the evening of Sunday, March 


20 last. 
W. 
S. Fleming, 
Assistant 
At- 
torney General, 
prosecuted, 
while S, F. 
Chllllngworth defended 
the 
accused. 
After a few peremptory challenges the 
following 
Jury was found satisfactory 
and sworn: 
James Blcknell, John Coffee, Sam K. 
Paulo, C. J. Ludvvlgsen, Henry P. 
Ka-oh- l, 
H. R. Macfarlane, Jr., John 
Kld-wel- 
l, 
W. L 
Brown, Percy Llshman, C. 
J. FIshel, 
G. Kealohapauole and W. M. 
Buchanan. 
The resting of the defense was reach- 
ed at 2:50 p. m., and counsel each took 
twenty minutes In closing 
to the Jury. 
Judge De Bolt charged the Jury, which 
retired at 3:40. 
The Jury returned for 
additional Instructions 
at 
4:35. 
Mr. 
Kldwell stated that there was a differ- 
ence 
of opinion 
regarding the law of 


e. 
Again retiring the Jury 
sent out word at 5:15 that they could 
not possibly agree. 
Judge Do Bolt re- 
plied with a message, 
through Bailiff 
C. A. K. Hopkins, 
"that the court was 
In no hurry." 
At 
6 p. m. the Jury came 
In again 
and, having reported that they stood 
Immovably 
8 to 4, were discharged. 
A 
mistrial had to be entered. 


THE TRIAL. 
Taguda 
Otojlro, 
the man who was 
shot, a sthe complaining witness ex 
hibited a scar on his neck and testified 
that Worth had knocked 
him 
down, 
that he got up and asked, "What's the 
matter?" 
and that the mate answered 
the Inquiry by shooting him In the 
neck. 
Another Japanese 
witness 
for 
the 
prosecution told of a struggle between 
the mate and Otojlro 
before the shoot- 
ing. 
Capt. Harry W. Flint of the harbor 
police 
testified 
of his going out to the 
Othello next morning to arrest Worth. 
When he went aboard the mate was 
concealed 
and It was only 
when 
the 
officer said If he 
coula 
not find the 
mate he would have to tnke"tthe 
cap- 
tain ashore that Worth was brought 
forth out of the lower recesses 
of the 
ship. 
Then, the witness suid, the cap- 
tain and mate in the cabin 
of hearing 
that the Japanese 
was likely to die, 
offered him 
$130 to square the trouble, 
Worth agreeing to put up 
$30 of the 
amount. 
Torres, a Spanish talker, for the de- 
fense said 
he was present but heard 
no shot Hied. 
He 
saw 
the Japanese 
attempt 
to nbsault the mate, when the 
latter struck him with the right hand 
while grabbing at OtoJIro's right hand, 
as If to prevent hit using It, with the 
left hand. 
The knife was knbeked out 
of OtoJIro's hand. 
Witness said he was 
haid of hearing, whereby the defense 
accounted for his deafness to tre 
pis- 
tol report. 
A murderous 
looking 
sheath 
knife 
was admitted 
by 
the 
prosecution as 
having been one handed to officer 
le 
nfter it was picked up from the 
deck by a Japanese 
member of the 
crew. 
Mate Worth told a succinct story In 
his own behalf. 
The Japanese 
mem- 
bers of the crew knew but little of sea- 
men's duties and Otojlro 
In particular 
would not do een the small part 
ho 
knew when 
ordered. 
On a: living oft 
Pearl 
Hutbor 
the defendant 
was 
in 
charge of the ship, the captain being 
sick, nnd he was sending the Japanese 
ashore. 
Otojlio, 
whom he thought had 
gone oei the Hide Into the boat, was 
found to have loiteied behind. 
He wan 
In the galley with two otheis who wet a 
tugging nguliiHt each other nt a blank-t- it 
In dispute. 
Worth 
snatched

ho mdered Otojlro 
to go 
unhurt', 
Olujlio came 
out to tho rail,

HENRY

STANLEY. 
Henry Morton Stanley, African explorer and writer, was a waif 
in childhood. 
Exact dates and even his family name, are unknown. 
He took the name of a benefactor 
in whose family he lived in New 
Orleans. 
He had spent a year of adventurous 
life among the 
In- 
dians when the Civil War broke out. 
He enlisted 
in the Southern 
Army, was captured 
and then entered 
the Union Navy where he 
served to the end of the war, attaining' the rank of Ensign. 
He be- 
came a reported on the New York Herald, and in that capacity 
re- 
ported the Cretan revolution, traveling afterward extensively 
in the 
Levant. 
He became distinguished 
as a news correspondent 
while 
following Gen. Napier's expedition agaitibt Abyssinia. 
While report- 
ing the revolution 
in Spain against Queen Isabella, he received, in 
October, 1869, the famed laconic dispatch of the elder James Gordon 
Bennett, "Find Livingstone.' 
He started from Zanzibar 
in April, 
1871, and found Livingstone 
at Ujiji, on 
10, which a relief ex- 
pedition equipped by England had been unable to do. 
His subse- 
quent explorations 
place hiih the greatest of explorers. 
He married 
Dorothy Tennant, a lady of considerable fame as an artist, and has 
lived in England, now and then being recalled before the public 
through his efforts to enter Parliament or through books of his ex- 
perience as an explorer.

of Forfeiture

Down by Supreme 
Court. 


Judgment 
ot the Honolulu 
District 
Court 
In the case of Irene II. Cornwell 
vs. John F. Colburn, 
giving the plain- 
tiff summary possession 
of premises 
In 
Kluau street on account of forfeiture 
of conditions 
of lease, 
Is nlflrmed 
by 
a unanimous opinion 
of 
the 
Supreme 
Court. 
Tho broken 
conditions 
related 
to payment 
of rent 
nnd 
taxes, 
tho 
lease being for a term of "'1 yeais from 
Sept. 
1, IMS, with an annual rental of 
$75 payable, 
semi-annual- ly 
In, ndance. 
Justice Calbralth 
Is author of the de 
cision, 
which 
Is against defendant on 
every one of the four objections to tho 
Judgment which 
ho 
had 
presented. 
Itobertson 
& Wilder for plaintiff; 
C. 
W. Asliford 
for defendant. 
In overruling the contention that the 
colnmon law rule ot a demand for rent 
before 
forfeiture 
applied, 
the 
opinion 
shows that, under the common law, "In 
order to create a forfeiture for 
non- 
payment ot rent tho precise sum must 
be demanded 
nnd tho demand 
must bo 
made Immediately 
preceding sunset on 
tho due day, so that the money 
may 
be counted 
and 
the necessary receipt 
or acquittance given while there Is light 
enough 
reasonably 
to do 
so, and the 
demand 
must be made 
upon the land 
and at tho most notorious 
place of It, 
and at a dwelling 
house, 
and at the 
front door of the house, unless a place 
ot payment Is mentioned, 
when It must 
be there demanded. 
The demand must 
In fact be made although there bo 
no

the land ready to pay It."

common 
law 
requirement 
had 
nothing 
to do with this case, however, 
because the parties, In a stipulation ot

Is the syllabus of opinion:

a forfeiture

pay taxes, It Is not error to admit 
evi- 
dence ot the amount of taxes assessed, 
when the same became delinquent and 
the amount of the penalty Incurred.

lessee 
covenanted "to pay all 
taxes and assessments

or 
as- 
sessed against the demised 
premises" 
and one of the "express conditions"

tlio lease was that 
In 
case 
of "the 
breach 
of any of the covenants to be 
observed by the lessee, the lessor, 
after 
ten days default," may 
"with- 
out any notice 
or demand enter Into 
and upon the land nnd thereby deter- 
mine the estate hereby created," and In

ATTORNEY 
FINED 
FOR CONTEMPT 


(From 
Sunday's Advertiser) 
Henry Hogan, attorney, appeared be- 
fore Judge Do Bolt yesterday morning 
to show 
cause 
why 
he should 
not be 
punished 
for contempt of court. 
When 
asked to speak for himself, 
he mnde 
n 
speech 
denying having ever felt 
dis- 
respect for a 
court, 
especially 
that 
court, "and my years to come are few," 
he ndded. 
On the previous day ho tried 
to defend 
the Harrison case In his own 
way. 
While 
ho might have 
peculiari- 
ties, disrespect for courts of Justice was 
not one ot them. 
If, however, the court 
thought ho had done anything wiong, 
he would 
respectfully 
"bow 
to 
the 
sheepskin." 
Judge De Bolt, after the 
respondent sat down, asked him If he 
had not Intended 
any disrespect to the 
court. 
"Most assuredly not," was the reply. 
Judge De Bolt then proceeded at some 
length to give Judgment. 
He said the 
conduct 
of tho respondent 
In tho Har- 
rison 
case was disgraceful throughout. 
It placed the court In an embarrassing 
position, 
because 
a court needed 
to be 
exceedingly 
careful In a criminal case, 
where life or liberty wns at stake, to 
avoid everything that might prejudice 
a defendant. 
Mr. Hogan was a man 
of more than average ability and, when 
In right condition, 
presented his cases 
with 
much earnestness. 
On the occa- 
sion In question, 
however, he came Jnto 
court 
In the morning Intoxicated. 
It 
was hoped by the court that he would 
have attempted 
to get over that 
con- 
dition at recess, 
but Instead he came 
back In the afternoon more intoxicated 
than ever. 
Thereafter the court would 
allow no attorney who wns Intoxicated 
to appear before him.
